DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dixon (4,443,171). 
Dixon teaches a multi-motion mechanical press, comprising a die table, or an integral 

guide section (16) having an upper end and a lower end surface, and a middle recess for 
receiving a die having a die cavity (Fig. 8, 106) having a top surface and a bottom surface and is 
fit within the recess of the die table (16), a movable upper punch (24) fits within the recess of the 
die table and the die cavity (Fig. 9, 24) at the upper end surface, and a movable lower punch 
(Fig. 8, 128) fits within the recess from the lower end surface of the die cavity, wherein the upper 
punch, lower punch and the die cavity forming a closed chamber for controlling the compaction 
of the powder material to form a product having a predetermined density (col. 6, lines 49-55). 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed June 6, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

1 The applicant has argued that Dixon is incapable of preventing the powder lost to the 
surrounding during the molding process. Dixon, however, discloses that the powder material is 
filled while the mold parts are moving into position (col. 6, lines 33-35). This shortens the time 
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the powder material exposed to the surrounding. Dixon also discloses that the density of the 
forming material is closely regulated (col. 6, lines 49-55). Therefore, Dixon must be able to 
control the amount of powder material lost to the surrounding, in order to control the powder 
material being fed into the mold cavity and to control the density of the forming article. 

The applicant further argued that the current invention is portable while Dixon is not. 
This argument is not commensurate with the scope of the claim. Claim 7 discloses a press punch 
assembly for creating small compacts from small quantities of material. This could be done in a 
large press having a plurality of smaller die cavities. Therefore, the fact that the press assembly 
is used to create a small compact doesn't make the press small.
